“The most serious angle of the communist agi­ 
tation among Negroes in this country is th at of 
promising the Negro, especially those in the 
South, th at the property now owned by the 
whites will be confiscated; th at it will be equally 
divided among the Negroes; that the setting up 
of a Negro Soviet will follow shortly thereafter, 
and th at the Negroes will rule not only over 
themselves but also over the whites, regardless 
of such Negroes’ ability to rule. That this is, 
however, merely red bait hung out by the com­ 
m unists’ fishing rod is seen by the inner party 
reports. A Negro delegate from the United States 
to the Third International Congress in Moscow 
ex plains that, “We communists of the United 
States are not concerned as to w hat to do with 
the Negro after the revolution. Our concern is 
how to win him over for the revolution in Amer­ 
ica.” A former Negro professor truthfully ex ­ 
plains th at this is evidence of the ‘red conspir­ 
acy ,’ not in behalf of the Negro, but against 
him; that the communists merely desire to use 
the Negro for cannon fodder, and th at in fol­ 
lowing them in such a bloody holocaust, the fail­ 
ure of which is evident in advance, the Negro 
race would be annihilated, and those who re­ 
mained would be persecuted, while the commun­ 
ist agitators and leaders would escape to Russia. 
“Another assurance that the reds have little 
if any concern lor the future of the Negroes in 
the United States is shown by another statem ent 
by these conspirators, i. e., that ‘the Negro in 
America will not suspect us of segregation in ad­ 
vocating the setting up of a Negro Soviet in the 
“Black Belt of the South.” ’ 
In interpreting 
th at statem ent we realize th at the communists 
do propose the setting up of a ‘Negro Soviet’ in 
the South, with the result th at all Negroes will 
be segregated therein. It m ust be understood in 
this connection, however, th at in a country ruled 
by communists, the land is not given to the peo­ 
ple. It is taken over by the government instead. 
All property is likewise confiscated, and the peo­ 
ple are forced to work the farm lands and toil 
¿n factories owned by the government and for 


wages which are regulated by the government. 
Classes are abolished, for every one is reduced to 
the same low level. All professions are swallowed 
up by the government, and those who have been 
fortunate enough to forge ahead in free America 
as a result of their own initiative and ability 
would be reduced to government wards, becom­ 
ing the slaves of the dictator. In other words, 
instead of creating opportunities for the worker, 
instead of lifting his standard of living, all the 
doors to advancement in the future are locked 
by communism and he continues to sink to even 
lower levels.” 


A PROCESS OF DICTATORSHIP 
There is a mistaken idea in the minds of many 
people th at drastic reorganization of the Federal 
courts in general, and “packing” of the Supreme 
Court in particular, is the only way of changing 
the legal standing of certain kinds of laws th at 
have been found unconstitutional. 
The fact is th at no document could be more 
malleable, or could be more readily adapted to 
changing conditions when a definite need ex ists 
and popular opinion is massed in favor of change, 
than the Constitution. 
The means for change is found in the body of 
the Constitution itself where provision is made 
for amendments. 
More than 20 amendments 
have been added to the document since it was 
first Written. And it is a noteworthy fact th at 
the more im portant amendments, with few ex ­ 
ceptions, have been passed in a reasonably short 
time after their introduction. 
A few decades ago, for ex ample, Congress 
passed a bill empowering the Federal government 
to levy a tax on incomes. A test case was taken 
through the courts, and the measure finally held 
unconstitutional. 
But no one attem pted to 
“pack” a court which had simply done its duty 
under the law, because of th at act. Instead, 
President Taft advocated a constitutional am end­ 
ment, and the proposal went before the people 
in the orderly , prescribed manner. The people 
agreed with the President — and the income tax 
amendm ent soon followed. 
Similar ex amples are found in the amendments 
providing for prohibition, for prohibition repeal, 
for female suffrage, etc. This is a democracy — 
and when the voice of the people demands a 
change, th at change comes. To attem pt change 
through court packing or any other subterfuge is 
not a democratic process — but a process of dic­ 
tatorship, whether we like th at word or not.

Daybook

W ashington — Justice Mc- 
Rey nolds contributed the first 
light from within the Supreme 
Court on w hat th at body thinks 
of recent goings-on and one of 
its principal effects was to incite 
a haunting y earning for more 
such light. 
Many a speculative paragraph 
will be written on just why the 
most criticized of the incessant­ 
ly criticized six justices chose to 
state his case before a college 
fraternity audience of which at 
least a third were unbuttered 
freshmen and sophomores. 
Of course there was the usual 
sprinkling of “old grads” rang­ 
ing from lads a y ear or so out of 
college to old grizzlies applaud­ 
ed each y ear for their 80 y ears 
of fraternal fellowship. 


Perhaps it was the semi-clois- 
tered atmosphere th a t inevi­ 
tably 
hangs 
around 
these 
gatherings th at encouraged the 
veteran 
justice 
to 
speak his 
mind, knowing th a t he would 
have an audience whose sy m­ 
pathy would be in sharp con­ 
trast to the biting raillery pour­ 
ed out recently upon himself and 
his venerable colleagues. 
Between himself and his audi­ 
ence was shared the knowledge 
th a t back in college d ay s‘each 
had sworn a solemn secret oath 
over a crate of bones or a rock 
supposedly from some holy place 
to affirm their undy ing fealty . 
He began talking just as any 
old grad would have talked, 
about the spirit of doing right 
and the satisfaction th at comes 
from tasks well performed. 


His words were not new in 
tone. They were startlingly new 
in contex t, however, for not in 
these late day s of constitutional 
worry ing had a member of the 
court spoken a single sentence 
to indicate he knew what was 
going on. 
He recalled th at all afficials of 
the government had sworn an 
oath to uphold the constitution. 
He sketched in a brief history of 
the framing of the constitution, 
suggesting th at its framers in­ 
tended th at local problems were 
to be left to local governments 
for solution, the big ones alone 
being left to the federal govern­ 
ment. 
“To manage all (the country ’s) 
divergent interests a'nd do it in­ 
telligently from Washington is 
impossible,” he said. “The man 
who can do it has not been born.” 
W hat a flood of light it would 
throw on the whole subject to 
have one of the “liberal” justices 
on the court now speak out, Jus­ 
tice Brandeis, for instance, or 
Cardozo or Stone. Their voices 
might well be decisive. Certainly 
the country would like to hear 
whether these there like McRey - 
olds, think it not sporting to bel­ 
low at the courts for handing 
down adverse decisions.
